MILLION IN SOFT LOAN FUNDS TO PAVE ITS SEGMENT OF BOTSWANA ROAD. 
SCANDINAVIANS AND CANADIANS OBTAINED ADDITIONAL MONEYS TO UPGRADE 
THEIR SEGMENTS, AND VERY FEW PEOPLE IN BOTSWANA WOULD UNDERSTAND

SED IMPORTANCE OF DEVELOPMENTS IN PORTUGAL AND PORTUGUESE TERRI-

PRESCRIPTION CONFERENCE - 

CONFERENCE IN P.M. MAY 21 DECIDED WITHOUT OBJECTION ON 
ORGANIZATION OF WORK, UNDER WHICH FOUR PARTS OF DRAFT CONVENTION 
ON PRESCRIPTION WILL BE SPLIT FOR CONSIDERATION BY TWO MAIN 
COMITES. COMITE 1 WILL TAKE UP SUBSTANTIVE PROVISIONS AND ARTICLES 
ON DECLARATIONS AND RESERVATIONS BY STATES, AND COMITE 2 WILL

FOLLOWING WERE ELECTED TO DRAFTING COMITE: AUSTRIA, BRAZIL, 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA, FRANCE, INDIA, NIGERIA, NORWAY, PHILIPPINES, SINGA- 
PORE, TAZANIA, USSR, UK, US AND ZAIRE. FOLLOWING WITHDRAWAL 
OF GREECE MAY 22, NETHERLANDS WAS NAMED AS ADDITIONAL MEMBER OF 
CREDENTIALS COMITE. 

SOVIET REP FOUND IT UNACCEPTABLE THAT REP OF CHILEAN JUNTA, WHO 
REPRESENTED ASSASSINS AND UNCONSTITUTIONAL GOVT THAT RESORTED TO 
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TERRORIST ACTS, HAD BEEN INCLUDED AMONG VICE PRESIDENTS. IF THERE 
HAD BEEN VOTE, HE WOULD HAVE VOTED AGAINST CHILE. SIMILAR 
STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY REPS BYELORUSSIA, MONGOLIA, HUNGARY, 
UKRAINE, BULGARIA, CZECHOSLOVAKIA AND POLAND. ROSENSTOCK REGRETTED 
THOSE STATEMENTS, ADDING SUCH POLEMICS WHOLLY OUT OF PLACE IN 
CONFERENCE DISCUSSION.

UNIFORM LIMIT OF FOUR YEARS WITHIN WHICH MUYERS AND SELLERS 
WHO ARE PARTIES TO CONTRACT FOR INT'L SALE OF GOODS MAY SUE TO 
EXERCISE THEIR RIGHTS OR CLAIMS UNDER CONTRACT. GUEIROS (BRAZIL) 

AND KRISPIS (GREECE) WERE ELECTED UNANIMOUSLY AS VICE CHAIRMEN 
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AND KOPAC (CZECHOSLOVAKIA) AS RAPPORTEUR. THIRD VICE CHAIRMAN 
TO BE ELECTED FOLLOWING FURTHER CONSULTATIONS. CHAFIC (EGYPT) 

PREVIOUSLY CHOSEN TO BE CHAIRMAN.
